A 
careful record was kept, showing in 
the case of every bar, the diserepan- 
j\¢y between the two. assays, or, in 
other words, the extent of the incor- 
rectness of the Bank assay, owing, 
doubtless, to the faultiness of its pro- 
eess. Having been allowed a perus- 
al of this reebrd we find a discrepancy 


ference occasionally running as high 
ag seventy-eight dollars on a singlé bar 
\of the-value of four thousand dollars ! 
How much of this sort of thing would 
it take to cost the country more than 
the:$2500 neccessary 40 keep up the 
Government Assay? We may be 
told that thisis p11 very well theoret- 
ically, but that it is fallacious in prac- 
tice, as only’a mere tithe of the gold 
finds its’way into the Government 
office. “It is true that for the present 
the great bulk of the gold is purchas- 
ed by the Bank agencies in the mines, 
‘and, as a matter of course, assayed at 
their office in Victoria, ; but that. in 
the bands of! miners and tradesmen 
is chiefly assnyed here. ‘Bat it can- 
not be presumed that the Banks —will 
be enabled much longer to purchase 
jour gold at such low prices as they 
pay atpresent. Thatis a condition 
of things which must be viewed as 
only temporary. Having said this 
much upon the question of abolition, 
Jet us now say a word with regard to 
the proposition of remoyal from the 
present site. If an office were 
about to be established for the first 
time where wou!d be the natural site? 
We emphatically say New Westmins- 
ter. Under other conditions it might 
be desirable to have it nearer the prin- 
cipal mines ; but to take it beyond the 
reach of navigation is out of the ques- 
tion. ° We can conceive circumstances 
which might justify the Government 
in sending an inexpensive branch to 
Cariboo, with sufficient plant to melt 
gold; but to establish a complete of- 
fice in the interior capable of perform- 
ing all the functions of the present 
very complete office would involve an 
amount of expenditure altogether out 
of the question. If the question were 
one of achoi¢e of site we think any 
man unbiassed by local interests would 
concede that the Capital is at once the 
most convenient and proper place ; but 
the office being already established 
at the Capital, and upon a scale, in 
point of capacity and completeness, 
¢ommensurate with the wants of the 
¢olony for alltime, the idea of remoy- 
al becomes doubly absurd,finvolving, 
as it would, an enormous expense, 
Without attaining any real advantage, 
‘but the reverse. 
ito Victoria would be to carry the of- 
fice still further from the centre of 
mining interests, and. the expense of 
erecting an ‘equally efficient office 
would cost a yery large sum. To re- 
move it to Cariboo, would be to place 
it at the most remote, expensive and 
inaccessible part of the colony, and 
involve an expenditure which would 
not only be wholly unjustifiable but 
altogether beyond the meats of the 
country.
